The Board of National Estimates-will be augmented by scientific 

The 
estimate's scope will include points raised. by both FCDA and Mr. Quarles, 
will initially be open-ended as to time covered, and will be completed 

at a date judged realistic on the basis of further consideration by the 
Board of National Estimates. 


4. Discussion: The Acting DCI felt that this subject was so 
important and embraced so many aspects of intelligence production 
that it should be treated on a broad rather; than a narrower basis. It 
was recognized that the subject matter had major military implications 
and that the instant case would establish no precedent.
